that has prevailed in those sections
since last Sunday night. The mercury |
dropped 60 degrees during hmuluyl
night, and the country was generally
frozen up. Thousands of head of sheep,
half-grown ca.ves and cows h ve per-
ished.

The report of the United States
Treasurer, Ellis H. Roberts, shows
that during the past fiscal year the net
ordinary revenues of the government
were 405,321,335, an increase of $57,-
597,630 over those of the previous year,
while the net ordinary expenditures
were $443,668,582, an increase of $77.-
954,423, The deficiency of §38.047,247
exceeds that of the preceding year by
£19.994,793. 'The total available assets
were $874,764.377 on June 306, 1897,
and $839,606,736 a year later.

W. C. gillette, a prominent stock-
man of Abilene, Kansas, failed last
Friday with liabilities amounting to
about %1,000,000.  Gillette's paper is
held by banks all over the country, and
is said to be pretty well secured. The
failure was precipitated by the fore-
closure of a $40.000 mortgage on prop-
erty at Abilene, and immediately after
this fact was made known Kansas City
creditors swooped down and began to
attach everything in sight. Gillette is
missing. Speakmng of this gigantic
failure a state paper wisely says: It
is growing plainer every year that there
i1s a vast amount of money to be made
in cattle on these western plains, but
the men to make it are the small oper-
ators who do not get more stock on
their hands than they can care for to
the best advantage. The day of the
“eattle king”” ended many years ago,
fortunately for the great common
people of the plains.  Instead of a few
plungers we are to have & whole race
of thrifty, prosperous stock raisers,
owning their own plants and herds and
doing business on a safe and profitable
basis. The disappearance of men like
Gillette from public view s not a
calamity to the cattle interests of the
west.”

County Treasurer Thackrey this
week called in all but 3500 worth of
1897 warrants, and expects to call the
balance of that issue and about
$2,000 worth of 1898 warrants bhefore
January 1. During the yvear he has
paid off £2,000 worth of bonds, and the

county commissioners have about
$2,000 of the 1898 levy left to draw
warrants against. He figures that

on January I the county will owe at
least 85,000 less than it did last Janu-
ary. This is a splendid showing, and
as we predicted a year ago will soon

bring the county onto a cash hasis.
All this has been done, mind you,
without increasing the tax levy,
which is the same as last year. The
amount of taxable property was

much larger this year than last, and
will be still larger next year. We
would not be surprised if our indebt-
edness was reduced $10,000 next year.
